of source that Colonel Kovenko, (fnu), was the military post commander of Stettin, 
since no other high-echelon Soviet headquarters was known to be stationed there. *ba 
building at 19 Roonstrasse was throe-story, each story housing about lli to 16 
offices. A truck usually occupied by 15 to 20 “oviet officers shuttled between the 
headquarters building and the harbor three tines daily. The officers were apparently 
assigned to tne soviet harbor administration which was also under jurisdiction of 
Colonel Kovenko, (fnu) . A colonel was frequently seen to be the ranking officer 
among the officers en route to the harbor. Ho Polish officers or soldiers were 
observed in the Soviet headquarters building. Colonel Kovenko, (fnu), occas- 
ionally wore the uniform of a Polish colonel.
